TO HIS EXCELLENCY JOHN POYNTZ, EAEL SPENCEE, K.G. 

LOUD LIEUTENANT-GENERAL AND GENERAL GOVERNOR OF IRELAND, Ac., Ac. 

We, the Commissioners of Education in Ireland, constituted by Acts of Parliament 
passed in the reigns of their late Majesties King George the Third and George the 
Fourth, respectfully submit to Your Excellency the following General Report of our 
proceedings during the year 1882-83 : — . . 

We have to express our regret at the loss of two valued members of our Commission 
within the year, Dr. Kirkpatrick and the Rev. L. E. Berkeley. One. Commissioner, 
the Rev. A. G. Murphy, has been appointed by Your Excellency since the date of 
our last Report. One vacancy, therefore, still remains unfilled. 

Recommendations with a Yiew to Legislation. 

The attention of the Government having been called to the recommendations with a 
view to legislation contained in our Report for 1881-2, we were glad to receive the 
assurance that the matter was under the consideration of Her Majesty’s Government. 



Schools. 

The attendance at our higher schools has fallen off 15 ‘8 per cent, during the past year. 
This falling off is attributed by the masters of schools, to the establishment of a large 
number of Intermediate Day Schools, the unsettled state of the country, and the non- 
payment of rents. The attendance at our primary endowed schools, and at the tenantry 
schools established by the Commissioners, during the same period has remained 
stationary. It has not been necessary to hold any visitations during the past year. 




Royal Schools. 



Owing to the non-payment of rent by many of the Commissioners’ tenants, to the 
impending reduction of our income as the result of the working of the Land Act, and to 
the increase in the cost of estate management, we were compelled to announce that 
future payments in respect of Eoyal Scholarships m Trinity College m connection with 
certain of the Eoyal Schools, will only be made where there is a surplus available for 
that purpose' after the payment of all prior charges upon the School tunds. lhe 
necessity for this action might not have arisen, had effect been given ' to our recommend- 
ations that we should be empowered to make use of the Eoyal School estates as a 
common fund. 



Banaqher .— There does not appear to be any hope that this school will ever attract a 
large attendance. The endowment is too small to support an efficient school m a neigh- 
bourhood where there is little or no demand for a higher education. The condition of 
'this endowment shows how desirable it would be that this Board should have the 
power of consolidating endowments or of removing them to more suitable sites. 

We have no change to report with regard to our other Royal Schools.

Endowments for Diocesan Schools. 

There have been no changes here during the past year. We beg to refer your 
Excellency to the following extract from our Report of last year, which explains fully 
■the condition of these endowments : — 

“ By the Irish Church Act the income payable by ecclesiastical persons to maintain these schools was to cease 
after the lives of existing master’s, and the Representative Body were empowered to make arrangements with 
them, for commutation. Twelve of the fourteen masters of the Diocesan schools which were in operation at 
the date of the passing of the Church Act, from time to time availed themselves of this provision of the Act, and 
commuted and compounded ; being thereby freed from the obligation to continue the performance of duty. 
These schools have accordingly ceased to operate as Diocesan schools. At Sligo and at Ballymena the Diocesan 
schoolmasters still continue to discharge their duties. At Naas and Downpatrick, the premises granted for 
the purposes of Diocesan schools have reverted to the heirs of the grantors, who have allowed them to be used 
as schools of private enterprise. 

Three only of the Diocesan schoolhouses are vested in the Commissioners, viz., those at Limerick, 
Monaghan, and Ballymena. The premises of the Ballymena Dioceasan school are granted to us by the Adair 
family solely for the purpose of a Diocesan school. We are now endeavouring to secure them, permanently for the 
purposes of education. At Limerick and Monaghan we have let the premises from year to year to persons 
who carry on in them schools of private enterprise. We are unable to grant longer terms, as we have no 
power to make title, neither have we any funds at our disposal to enable us ourselves to establish schools in 
these premises. 

There is a sum of £223 9s. 10d., representing the sale of the Diocesan school premises at Carlow; another 
sum of £547 Is. lie?., representing the sale of the Diocesan schoolhouse at Mullingar ; and a third sum of 
£558 18 s. 8d., representing the sale of the Diocesan school premises at Tuam. These sums are all invested to 
the credit of the Commissioners of Education, but the Commissioners have no power to apply them for the 
purposes of education. We have, in our previous reports for some yeai’s past, called the attention of successive 
Lord Lieutenants to these matters.” 



Grammar Schools vested in the Commissioners. 

Navan and Bally roan schools {Preston's Endowment). — What we have said with 
regard to Banagher school applies with equal force to , Ballyroan school. The site 
is ill-chosen, and the endowment only sufficient to support one school. 

Midleton. — The trustees of this endowment have appointed Mr. Burd head master in 
place of Mr. Moore, who has resigned. 

Clonmel. — Mr. Hutchinson having resigned the head mastership of this school, Mr. 
Kennedy has been appointed by the trustees to fill his place. 



Grammar Schools not vested in the Commissioners. 

With regard to these schools, we beg to refer your Excellency to the following extract 
from our Report of 1880-81 : — 

“ Without power to appoint or pay inspectors, it is impossible for us to exercise control over these schools. 
Their funds are not in our hands, their masters not appointed or removeable by us, neither are they under 
our surveillance. All we are able to gather for your Excellency’s information will he found in a table 
annexed, which is the result of returns sent out from this office, and answered by the courtesy of the 
masters.” 



Primarv Schools vested in the Commissioners. 

By a decree of the Vice-Chancellor in the cause of the Bishop of Kilmore v. Graves, 
the Commissioners of Education were ordered to sell stock to produce £500 cash, 
to be expended in purchasing a site and building a schoolhouse, and in repairing a resi- 
dence to be granted to the teacher by the Rev. E. A. Sanders. The suit was a friendly 
one, and the object the mere assent of the Court of Chancery to the expenditure of a 
sum of £500, and yet the costs amounted to £214 9s. 5 d. We beg to call your 
Excellency’s attention to the cost of this suit as indicating the necessity of devising 
some cheaper machinery for deciding non-contentious cases of the kind. 

Eyrecourt. — In our Report for last year we stated that we were engaged in preparing 
a scheme in conjunction with the trustees to submit to the Commissioners of Charitable 
Donations and Bequests for the cypres application of the funds of this endowment (the 
interest on £440 stock), which it had been found impracticable to apply in conformity 
with the intentions of the donor, viz.— the maintenance of a charity school for the sup- 
port and education of the poor children of the parish of Donanaghta. Now that we 
have received the assurance of the Government that the subject of Irish Educational 
Endowments is under their consideration, we have thought it expedient to allow this 
and similar matters to stand over. 
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Estate Management. 



We beg to remind your Excellency of an application to Her Majesty’s Government, 
made by us on the 5th December, 1881, urging them to obtain powers from Parliament 
to enable us to sell such portions of our estates as we may deem advisable. The 
present irregularity in the payment of rents makes land an uncertain investment for 
educational endowments. 

On the Armagh, Banagher, Cavan, Carysfort, and Enniskillen estates, our rents have 
on the whole been fairly well paid, but on the Dungannon, Raphoe, and Clonmel estates, 
considerable arrears have accumulated during the past, twelve months. Up to 
the present time we have received £7,027 05. 3d., out of rent and arrears on 
a rental amounting to £8,162 10s. Id. This is a considerable improvement upon 
last year’s collection, when we only received £4,897. In the year 1880, we struck 
off £1,420 of old arrears. In 1881, we struck off a further sum of £1,676 of old 
arrears, while under the operation of the Arrears Act about £1,000 has ,been remitted, 
and about the same amount* has been paid to the Commissioners of Education by the 
Land Commissioners, on account of arrears due by tenants. In spite of these large 
remissions the last rentals furnished by our agents show an outstanding arrear of 
£5,895 8s. lid. . , 

Under the Land Law Act, a few applications to fix fair rents have been heard. 
Judging from the large reductions made in these cases we have thought fit to offer 
settlements out of court in a number of instances. 

But it is not only from the reduction in our rents that our income available for 
educational purposes is being largely diminished. Irregularity in the payment of rent, 
and the excessive costs of estate management have of late years diverted and will, in all 
probability, continue to divert large sums from educational purposes. 

If this state of affairs continues much longer we shall be compelled to reduce the 
expenditure on some of our schools below that point at which efficiency can be ensured. 

The Primary schools established for the benefit of our tenants continue to give 
satisfactory results. 

Armagh Estate. — Three applications to fix fair rents were heard before the Armagh 
Sub-Commissioners. The reductions made in these cases were such that we considered 
it expedient to offer a reduction of 12^ per cent, to all the tenants on this estate. 

Enniskillen Estate . — A considerable number of the tenants on this estate availed 
themselves of the Arrears Act. A sum of £276 5s. 5 d. was received from the Land 
Commissioners on account of arrears, and a sum of £307 1 0s. 2d., was cancelled under 
the provisions of the same Act. 

Cavan School Estate.— The Green Lake Drainage Works, referred to in our previous 
reports, have been completed, and we have paid our proportion of the cost (±170 16s.) 
At the time that we undertook these works they promised to return us a fair interest 



on our money : hut under the altered relationship between landlord and tenant, it 
not likely that the work will be remunerative to the Commissioners We have 
this estate with seed, value £50, to be repaid after the 



supplied the tenants on 
harvest of 1883. 



Dunqannon Estate.— Notwithstanding the very substantial assistance which the 
tenants on this estate received bom the Land Commissioners under the Arrears Act 
the arrears returned in the previous rental as £1,080 2s., have been increased during 
the past twelve months to £1,624 1 65. 8 d. 

Raphoe School Estate.— There is a slight improvement in the condition of affairs 
on this estate. During the past twelve months the agent has collected ±,419 10s. 
out of a total for rent and arrears of £2,204 5s. Id. 

Clonmel Estate.— The combination against the payment of rent on this estate has 
at last broken down, but the finances of the school are still ip “ 
condition. There is an arrear of £47 6 2s. on a rental of £458 19s. At the close 
of last year the school account stood overdrawn £477. The estate is indebted to 
the Treasury in a sum of £380, due on foot of a bm ding-loan, and to the Board 
of Works in two sums of £646 and £126 15s. If the rents _ of the estate are 
reduced it will be impossible for the Commissioners to meet their en gage“ent s 
the Treasury and Board of Works, and at the same tune to keep up the school in a 
•condition of efficiency.

Navan and Ballyroan School Estates. — The condition of things on this estate 
cannot yet be considered to be altogether satisfactory ; although a considerable improve- 
ment has been made under our new agent, Mr. Franks. The arrears due up to the 29th of 
September, 1881, have been reduced to £474, due on the 29th September, 1882. Several 
cases have been heard before the Land Court Sub-Commissioners, and rents have been 
fixed at very little below the former rent. Notwithstanding the successful action 
against certain of the trespassers on the Cappaghloughlin bog, referred to in our last 
report, other parties have continued the trespass complained of, and we have been 
again compelled to place the matter in the hands of our solicitor. 

Banagher , Carysfort, and Middleton School Estates. — The rents on these estates 
have been regularly paid. 

Appended will be found (A) a List of Royal School Scholars; (B), Rules and 
Regulations for Royal Scholarships in Trinity College ; (C) a Table of Attendance 
at the Schools under the regulations of the Commissioners of Education; (D) a 
Statement of Accounts for the year ending the 31st December, 1882; (E) a Table 
showing the Rentals, &c., of the Estates vested in this Board; (F) a Table showing 
the Allowances made to Tenants on the year’s rent due on the 1st November, 1881.

B. — Royal Scholarships in Trinity College, Dublin. 
Regulations op “ The Commissioners of Education in Ireland,” for 1S83. 



« The Commissioners of Education in Ireland ” have 
founded Exhibitions called “Royal Scholarships,” for 
students who shall enter Trinity College from the 
Royal schools of Armagh, Dungannon, Enniskillen, 
or Cavan. One scholarship of £40 and one of £30 
■will, if sufficient merit is shown, be awarded in each 
year to candidates from Armagh, Dungannon, or 
Enniskillen; and one of £25 to candidates from 
Cavan Royal school. 

These scholarships can he obtained by such students 
onl y as have been three yearn in all, previously to 
their entrance into Trinity College, pupils in some 
one or other of the Royal schools. It is not, liowevei-, 
hereby intended to prevent pupils from moving from 
one of these schools to another ; hut the scholarships 
founded for the respective schools of Armagh, Dun- 
gannon, Enniskillen, and Cavan, can he obtained only 
by students who have entered the University from 
the schools for which such scholarships have been 
founded. 

The Royal scholarships obtained in 1880 or in sub- 
sequent years ai’e tenable for four years, subject to 
certain conditions hereafter mentioned. 

The provost and senior fellows appoint examiners 
in each year, to examine, on the first convenient day 
after the second entrance, in the month of October, 
such students as have entered from the said four 
Royal schools, and shall offer themselves as candidates 
for these scholarships. 

In 1883, the examinations will he in the subjects 
selected by the Board and Council of Trinity College 
for their Junior Exhibition Examination. The scale 
of mai’ks in both Examinations will be identical. 

No sizar shall be admitted as' a candidate, who shall 
nor have remained at one of the Royal schools till the 
sizarship entrance examination immediately preceding 
the examination for Royal scholarships at which he 
may he a candidate. 

Ro other student shall be admitted as a candidate 
for a Royal scholarship who shall not have remained 
at one of the Royal schools to which the scholarships 
axe attached till an entrance examination in Trinity 
College, in the month of October next preceding the 
examination for Royal scholarships. 

Tn 1883 no student who shall have attained 19 
years of age on the 1st day of October can be a 
candidate for a Royal scholarship. 

Each candidate shall produce to the secretary of the 
Commissioners a certificate signed by the master of 
the Royal school from which he shall have entered 
Trinity College, certifying that he is duly qualified 
according to the above-stated rules ; such certificate to 



he subsequently handed by the candidate to the 
examiners. No student can be a candidate a second 
time. 

The candidates from all the schools shall he examined 
together, and a return made to the Commissioners of 
their positive merit ; and also an arrangement of the 
candidates according to their answering, without dis- 
tinction of schools. 

The Commissioners reserve to themselves the power 
of suspending or diminishing one or more scholarships 
if sufficient merit lias not been shown. 

A Royal scholarship becomes forfeited by the holder 
of it incurring any heavy collegiate censure, such as 
public admonition, or rustication; failing to proceed 
regularly with his class without the leave of tho 
Board of Trinity College ; or failing to obtain in any 
year either one honor of the first rank, or two honors 
of the second rank. 

The election itself to one of these scholarships is 
reckoned as equivalent to one honor of the second 
rank ; a University Moderatorsliip — a University 
Scholarship — the Berkeley Gold Medal — the Vice- 
Chancellor’s (Latin) Gold Medal — the Lloyd Exhibi- 
tion — the "Wray Prize — Success in the First Indian 
Civil Service (competitive) Examination, or at the 
Cooper’s Hill Engineering College, or Woolwich or 
Sandhurst Entrance Examinations, as equivalent to a 
University honor of the first rank, and obtaining a 
Respondency, or a first class at the Littlego, as equi- 
valent to a University honor of the second rank. 

The exhibitions become due half-yearly, viz., on the 
first of May, and on the first of November. Payments 
will be made in May to such students only as have 
obtained in the preceding part of that year at least 
one honor of the second rank. A half-yearly payment 
held over in May will be made in November, provided 
an honor has been obtained in the meantime ; and 
payment for the entire year will he made in November 
to such students as had not qualified for the May 
half-year’s payment, and shall have then fulfilled all 
the requisites for the entire year. Payments in 
respect of Royal scholarships at each of the above- 
mentioned Royal schools, will only be made where 
there is residue of funds available for that purpose from 
the estate of that school after the payment of all prior 
charges upon the school funds. 

In cases where very distinguished merit has been 
shown during their undergraduate course by students 
holding minor scholarships, and where scholarships for 
the same school remain suspended, or have been for- 
feited, the Commissioners will, at the close of each 
year, receive memorials from such students for an. 
increase of their stipend. 
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The names of Royal scholars ore placed on the 
■college books, immediately after the names of the 
university scholars, without, however, altering their 
degree of seniority amongst them class-fellows. 

Midleton School. 

“ The Commissioners of Education in Ireland ” will 
grant annually two prizes, one of ,£30 and one of £20, 
to be competed for by such junior freshmen who shall, 
subject to the rules prescribed for the Royal schools, 
have entered Trinity College, Dublin, from Midleton 
school, and, have been examined along, with, and in 



the same course as the candidates*' for the Royal 
scholarships. 

The Commissioners reserve to themselves the right 
of witholding or reducing these prizes where sufficient 
merit has not been shown. 

Note. — T he course of examination for Royal scholar- 
ships may be varied from time to time by the Com- 
missioners.
